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Arson suspected in series of weekend fires

Arson is suspected in a string 
of fires that damaged thousands 
of dollars of property throughout 
Estill County over the weekend. 

At approximately 5 a.m. Sunday, 
firefighters responded to a call on 
Opossum Run Road about a barn 
fire. 

While there, several other calls 
began to flood in about fires near- 
by. 

Investigators said two abandoned 
homes, an SUV and three barns 


were damaged or destroyed by the 
fires. 

Each of the properties involved 
are located within just a couple of 
miles of one another. Investigators 
don’t suspect there to be any con¬ 
nection between the properties 
other than their close proximity to 
the road. 

Estill County Fire Chief Derrick 
Muncie said the case is still under 
investigation, and although inves¬ 
tigators have some leads, nothing is 
confirmed yet. 

He also said that the cause of the 
fires is still under investigation but, 
the causes seem suspicious. 


“They all seem suspicious,” he 
said. “None of the barns have any 
electricity running to them and nei¬ 
ther did the homes. They were all 
vacant.” 

Kentucky State Police Arson 
Investigator Pat Alford said nothing 
can be confirmed about the official 
cause of the fires. 

Muncie said detectives have been 
looking at the damages this week. 

Alford said the process of inves¬ 
tigation is different with each fire 
and couldn’t give any timeline as to

Irvine City Council establishes 
Clean Up Broadway Weekend 


FBLAASKS COUNCIL TO MOVE 
TRICK OR TREAT TROT TO TOWN

The Irvine City Council voted to designate 
Thursday, Sept. 6 through Saturday, Sept. 8, at 
Clean Up Broadway Weekend. 

The idea came from Broadway resident 
Debbie Sparks who spoke to the council at it’s 
meeting Monday night about her desire for a 


more attractive place for locals to walk in the 
evenings. 

She told the council she often walks on her 
street, where she also owns a business, and 
noticed many others like to do the same. 

She said the sidewalks and some of the 
yards, however, could be worked on to make 
the street look better for visitors and those 
who enjoys taking strolls in the evenings. 

Sparks asked the council to designate at least 
one day in the coming month as a day to be 
used to clean up Broadway. She said it would

Ravenna City Clerk Kim Parks, spent the next year writing 
the script for Nightmare Fuel, “a motion picture about the seem¬ 
ingly strange occurrences at local-style haunted houses, the ones 
where people pay to go inside for cheap Halloween thrills” 

Russell said in the haunted house in this film, “the crowds are 
getting more than they bargained for” 

His inspiration came from the local haunted house located in 
the old Ravenna Grade School Building. He said as a salute to 
the school where he grew up, he filmed a large part of Nightmare 
Fuel there. 

Other filming was done at a haunted house in Hustonville and 
in Lexington. 

“Because my film revolved around the nature of fake haunted 
houses, which are always on a strained budget, my old elemen¬ 
tary school, now converted for seasonal live entertainment, was a 
perfect location for a film on a super-tight budget,” he said. 

For the last five years, Russell has been filming, editing and 
promoting the film that features music from local, national and 
international musicians. 

He said the editing process is one of the reasons his film will 
stand out among other Indie films. 

“The editing. That is the unseen, unsung and underrated 
process where the magic happens and the talent rises,” he said. 
“Nightmare Fuel is clearly a film refined in the post and Fve 
strained it for four years. So, you are getting the very best of all I 
had to work with.” 

The other most notable aspect of Russell’s film is the music. 
Before becoming interested in screenwriting and filming, Russell 
was in a number and variety of rock £ ri roll bands. 

He said filmmaking was a “natural progression” from the years 
he spent performing on both coasts. 

“The whole movie is the greatest rock concert you’ve ever been 
to,” he said. “After years of playing in rock bands, it’s hard to just 
put down and the void of an unplayed instrument is just too

deafening to ignore. So, it made sense to make hard rock mov¬ 
ies.” 

Although none of the music was recorded with this particular 
film in mind, Russell took the pieces and used them strategically 
in his film. 

“I can’t be any happier how incredibly well things went togeth¬ 
er,” he said. 

Included in the film are cameo roles by XM Satellite Radio 
personalities Coolguy and Elfish and music from rock bands 
hailing from places like Chicago, Sweden, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Germany and Philadelphia. 

A large portion of the music came straight from Estill County, 
however. Sixteen of the original scores were composed by James 
Leon Covey. 

Covey wasn’t the only Estill Countian to play a part in the 
making of the film. Lore Cox has a break out role in the film 


and the entire set was built by local residents and all of the house 
monsters in the film were Estill Countians. 

Currently, Russell is in the process of trying to fund the film 
with the use of some online campaigns. 

Earlier this year he participated in a Kickstarter campaign that 
he called an epic fail. But this he pushed through and is now 
working through Indiegogo to provide a limited release of the 
film for donations. 

“I was like a wrestler taking the high risk off the top rope and 
miss-landing the big elbow,” he said. “But, I bounce back up, just 
for your entertainment, because I know when I do land the big 
elbow, it’s lights out. People want to see the guy that will lay it on 
the line to finally win the belt. It’s because he’s earned the respect 
as a hard worker.” 

Russell hopes to put together an Estill County premiere but is 
lacking some of the resources, including a location and a projec¬ 
tor. 

Until then, the film will be available for limited release in 
October followed by a number of film festival submissions 
planned for the rest of 2012 and 2013. Russell plans for a world 
release in October 2013. In order to get a limited press edition of 
the film, interested viewers will have to donate $20. 

Russell said Estill Countians should be particularly interested 
in this film because of it’s connections to the county and the ser¬ 
vice it offers. 

“People in Estill County will be interested in this film because 
I did it to demonstrate that good, creative things can come from 
here,” he said. “The first places it will be available will be local 
stores.”

NightmareFuel. 

Most importantly, to keep up with Nightmare Fuel and other 
projects of Russell’s, visit Hilljack.net. You can also add him as a 
friend on Facebook or follow him on Twitter. 

Russell said he’s currently just focused on raising funds for the 
Nightmare Fuel DVD, but would consider doing another film if 
this one is successful. 

In his own words, he’s hoping the whole filmmaking thing will 
“Catch Fire!! BAMM!”

West Nile Virus impacts Kentucky

West Nile virus is on the rise nation¬ 
wide with more than 1,100 human 
cases reported as of Aug. 22 the high¬ 
est at this point in the season since the 
virus was first detected in the United 
States in 1999. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service National Animal 
Health Surveillance System reported 
fewer than 100 equine cases as of August 
18th. In Kentucky, the virus has been 
diagnosed in four horses since Aug. 2. 
Two human cases have been document¬ 
ed in Henry and Jefferson Counties plus 
one in Clermont County, Ohio, just 
across the river from Campbell County. 

“We are still in the high risk part of 
the season for West Nile infection,” said 
Craig Carter, director of the University 
of Kentucky Veterinary Diagnostic Lab 


in Lexington. “The first case was diag¬ 
nosed at the Breathitt Veterinary Center 
back on August 2nd.” 

Carter said infected horses show a 
lack of voluntary coordination of mus¬ 
cle movements. Other symptoms can 
include blindness, loss of motion in 
the hind limbs, circling, falling, and 
anorexia. “As a horse owner or veteri¬ 
narian, good surveillance is the key,” he 
said. “Watch for a horse with neurologi¬ 
cal signs. Vaccination is not perfect, but 
it can often prevent and/or mitigate the 
illness. The good news is there is no evi¬ 
dence of person-to-person or animal- 
to-person infection. People are infected 
by the bite of a mosquito. Of course, you 
must always keep rabies in the back of 
your mind when dealing with animals 
that show neurological signs.” 

Many states have experienced both 
horse and human fatalities with West 
Nile virus this year. The Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
describes West Nile as a potentially 
serious illness, established as a seasonal 
epidemic in the United States that flares 
up in the summer and into the fall. 

“Effective vaccines are widely avail¬ 
able to aid in the prevention of WNV 
infection,” said Robert Stout, Kentucky’s 
state veterinarian. “I strongly advise 
horse owners to consult their veterinar¬ 
ians for implementation of a vaccina¬ 
tion program. Virtually all cases seen in 
Kentucky have been in either non-vac- 
cinated or under-vaccinated horses.” 

Carter said the UKVDL and the 
Breathitt Veterinary Center can assist 
with diagnosis of West Nile virus in 
horses, and they can also perform nec¬ 
ropsies on deceased animals. Contact 


either lab for more information on what 
samples are needed for diagnosis in 
potentially affected animals. Contact the 
VDL at 859-257-8283 or the Breathitt 
Veterinary Center in Hopkinsville at 
270-886-3959. 

The best way to avoid the virus in 
humans is to prevent mosquito bites. 
When you are outdoors, use insect repel¬ 
lent containing an EPA-registered active 
ingredient and follow the directions on 
the package. Many mosquitoes are most 
active at dusk and dawn. Be sure to use 
insect repellent and wear long sleeves 
and pants at these times or consider 
staying indoors during these hours. 
Make sure you have good screens on 
your windows and doors to keep mos¬ 
quitoes out. Get rid of mosquito breed¬ 
ing sites by emptying standing water 
from flower pots, buckets and barrels. 
Change the water in pet dishes and 
replace the water in bird baths weekly. 
Drill holes in tire swings so water drains 
out. Keep children’s wading pools empty 
and on their sides when they aren’t 
being used. The CDC website states 
that approximately 80 percent of people 
who are infected with the West Nile 
virus never exhibit any symptoms. More

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Courthouses to close, court 
services to shut down 
statewide Sept. 4 


Courthouses will be closed statewide 
and all court services will be unavailable 
Tuesday, Sept. 4, as the Kentucky Judicial 
Branch shuts down for the second of three 
furlough days in 2012. The court system 
also will be closed on Monday, Sept. 3, to 
observe the Labor Day holiday. 

This will be the first time since Kentucky’s 
modern court system was formed in 1976 
that the Judicial Branch must close court¬ 
house doors to balance its budget. 

The furloughs will affect only non-elect- 
ed court personnel, who will be off work 
without pay as part of the Judicial Branch’s 
Fiscal Year 2013 Budget Reduction Plan. 
The entire court system shut down Aug. 6 
and will be closed again on Tuesday, Sept. 
4, and Monday, Oct. 15. This includes 
the Supreme Court, Court of Appeals, 
Circuit Court, District Court, Offices of 
Circuit Court Clerk, the Administrative 
Office of the Courts and all court services, 
including Pretrial Services, Drug Court, 
the Court Designated Worker Program, 
Court Interpreting Services, the State Law 
Library and driver license branches. 

The Supreme Court of Kentucky has 
approved two orders that provide guidance 
on how the statewide court closures are 
to be implemented. While the two orders 
provide more detail, below is a summary 
of what the public and the law enforcement 
and legal communities should expect on 
furlough days: 

Trials and other court proceedings 
will not be scheduled on furlough days 
as there will be no staff available. Items 
already on the docket for those days will 
be rescheduled. 

Driver licenses will not be issued. 

The Supreme Court will suspend its 
rule requiring pretrial officers to interview 
a defendant within 12 hours after incar¬ 
ceration. No Pretrial Services staff will be 
working on furlough days. 

Deputy clerks will not be available 
to process bonds and no release orders will 
be issued. 

Existing after-hours protocol will be 
followed for processing domestic violence 
orders (DVOs) and emergency protective 


orders (EPOs). 

Local court designated workers will 
not be available. The Court Designated 
Worker Program will have a supervisor 
available to ensure that law enforcement 
adheres to its statutory requirements in 
cases involving the arrest and custody of 
juveniles. 

Technology Services staff will not 
be available to recover the CourtNet data¬ 
base in the event the system experiences an 
interruption in service. 

County offices that share space with 
the state court system in courthouses and 
judicial centers will not be affected. 

Furloughs are one of several measures 
included in the Judicial Branch’s FY 
2013 Budget Reduction Plan. The 2012 
Kentucky General Assembly reduced the 
total funds available to the Judicial Branch 
by $25.2 million for FY 2013. This includ¬ 
ed a permanent reduction to the annual 
base operating budget of $16.2 million 
and a one-time transfer of $9 million in 
payroll to the state’s general fund on June 
30, 2012. Since the economic crisis began 
in 2008, the Judicial Branch has sustained 
repeated reductions to its budget and has 
cut 282 employees statewide, eliminated 
court programs and trimmed operating 
costs at all four levels of the court system 
to stay within its budget. 

The Supreme Court and leadership from 
the Administrative Office of the Courts 
will meet in January 2013 to determine if 
additional furloughs and reductions are 
necessary for the remainder of FY 2013, 
which runs July 1, 2012, to June 30, 2013. 
They will also begin drafting a budget 
reduction plan for FY 2014, which presents 
an even greater shortfall than in FY 2013. 

Kentucky Judicial BranchKIThe chief jus¬ 
tice of Kentucky is the administrative head 
of the state court system and is respon¬ 
sible for its operation. The Administrative 
Office of the Courts is the operations arm 
of the court system. The AOC executes 
the Judicial Branch budget and supports 
the activities of nearly 3,300 court system 
employees and 403 elected justices, judges 
and circuit court clerks. 


911 Wireless Phone 
Calls in the Wilderness

Cooler temperatures are finally starting 
come around and fall is just around the corner. 
This the time of year that many people venture 
out into the wilderness of our beautiful coun¬ 
ty. Whether you are hiking or just driving the 
winding country roads it is important to know 
what to do should an emergency arise. 

If I have an emergency and call 911, who 
will I reach? 

You need to know that wireless telephone 
service may not be available in the wilderness. 
If service is available, your 911 call for help will 
be picked up by the nearest cellular tower in 
the most direct line of sight to your location. 

It could be picked up at a county 911 centers 
or by a State Police dispatch. Since these call 
answering centers are all located outside the 
boundaries of the calling area, they would 
have no way of knowing from where you are 
calling unless you tell them. Be prepared to 


provide your location. Remember, help may 
be several hours away or longer. Use 911 only 
in case of an actual emergency. 

Remember to: 

•Start out with a fresh, fully charged battery 
and carry extra charged batteries with you. 
Keep batteries warm for extra-long use. 

•Be prepared to give complete information 
about the nature of the emergency. 

•You may only be able to make one call. 
Turn the phone off when not in use. 

•Establish a call schedule with the emer¬ 
gency center so there are specific times when 
you will have your phone turned on to receive 
calls or to make calls out. 

Be sure you know: 

•Your location, including the trailhead and 
nearest city, destination or waypoints. 

•Your wireless telephone number, including 
the area code. 

•How your wireless telephone works. 
Instruct everyone in your party on how to use 
your telephone. Your telephone may be pre¬ 
programmed to dial 911 with one button. You 
could accidentally call 911 and not even know 
it. Handle your telephone carefully to prevent 
the automatic misdialing of 911. 

•How to increase your signal strength, to 
include: pointing your antenna up; finding a 
clearing; gaining elevation; and turning your 
body you may be obstructing the signal. 

It is important to always prepare for any 
emergency that could happen. Make sure to 
have a travel first aid kit in your car and carry 
extra snacks such as trail mix or granola bars.

Diabetes on-the-go 

Diabetics can maintain an active lifestyle 


A whole industry has grown up around 
freeing diabetics to lead less restricted lives. 
Tubeless insulin pumps, a needleless blood-glu¬ 
cose monitoring system, and diabetic-friendly 
frozen foods are among the innovations help¬ 
ing people with the metabolic disorder to live 
lives on the go. 

With the number of diabetics growing world¬ 
wide - 246 million at last count, according to 
the World Health Organization - businesses are 
motivated. In 2011, diabetes therapeutic prod¬ 
ucts were a $23.7 billion dollar industry feeding 
a growing population that’s starving for a better 
quality of life, says Chef Robert Lewis, “The 
Happy Diabetic,” author of two cookbooks for 
people with the metabolic disorder. 

“It wasn’t long ago that Type 1 diabetics had to 
be sure they packed ample sterile syringes and 
insulin, whether they were going to work for 
the day or on a road trip,” he says. “Monitoring 
blood sugar levels, which is crucial to keeping 
vital organs healthy, was painful, primitive and 
hit-or-miss. 

“And food? That’s been the hardest. A dia¬ 
betes diagnosis can feel like a life sentence of 
bland eating.” 

Among the “firsts” Lewis says diabetics can 
look forward to: 

•The first tubeless insulin pump. Thirty years 
ago, people with insulin-dependent diabetes 
had to give themselves shots around the clock 
to control their blood sugar levels. In some 
cases, diabetics were hospitalized to ensure they 
got the insulin necessary to prevent ketoacido¬ 
sis, a condition that can lead to coma and death. 
In 1983, the insulin pump was introduced. It 
attaches to the body and provides continuous 
insulin injections. But while it was a major 
breakthrough, it can be bulky and awkward, 
with a dangling catheter. The most recent 
innovation is a streamlined version called the 
OmniPod. It has no tubes, it’s smaller and it 
attaches anywhere on the body with adhesive. It 
also has a built-in glucose-monitoring system. 

•The first needleless glucometer. The 
Symphony tCGM System uses ultrasound to 
monitor blood-sugar levels, which will free 
people from the painful pricks needed to get a 
small blood sample for testing multiple times a 
day. The device, which attaches with adhesive 


to the body, continuously tracks glucose levels 
day and night and can send the readings to 
your smart phone. Under development for 
more than a decade, Symphony is undergo¬ 
ing the studies necessary to win regulatory 
approval. 

•The first diabetic-friendly frozen meals. 
Meals-in-a-Bun (www.lifestylechefs.net) are 
low on the glycemic index, low in sugar and 
carbs, high in soluble fiber, low in trans fat, 
high in lean protein and low in sodium, Lewis 
says. “And the best thing is, they are delicious.” 
The five varieties - two vegan and three veg¬ 
etarian - include selections like Thai Satay, 
mushrooms, broccoli and tofu in whole-wheat 
flax bun. “This is particularly exciting because, 
while there have been advances in equipment 
that makes life easier for diabetics, there haven’t 
been for convenient, packaged foods.” 

Diabetics who do not watch what they eat 
may wind up suffering kidney damage, stom¬ 
ach problems, heart disease, pneumonia, gum 
disease, blindness, stroke, nerve damage, com¬ 
plications during pregnancy, loss of limb and 
other health problems, according to the CDC. 

But many Americans are trending toward 
healthier diets, eating less meat, gluten, salt 
and sugar, Lewis says. Tasty foods developed 
for diabetics will be excellent choices for them, 
too. 

“What’s good for diabetics is good for every¬ 
one,” he says. “And you don’t have to give up 
one teaspoon of flavor. 

“There’s a reason why I am called ‘The 
Happy Diabetic’; I have discovered the joy of 
nutrition-rich food.”

Broccoli Cheese Casserole

2 (10 oz.) pkgs. frozen broccoli, cooked, drained and 
chopped. 

1 cup grated cheddar cheese 

1 small onion, chopped 

1 (10 1/4 oz.) can Cream of Mushroom Soup 

3 eggs 

1 cup mayonnaise 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Mix broccoli, cheese and 
onion in a 9X13-inch casserole dish. Blend soup, eggs and 
mayonnaise in a blender.

1 tsp. vanilla

Spiced-up Sweet Potato Fries 

Ogal Spicer, Irvine 

3 medium sweet potatoes, peeled and cut into 1-inch 
wedges 

2 Tbsp. Olive oil 

1 tsp. Cajun seasoning 

1/2 tsp. Kosher salt 

1/2 tsp. coarsly groung pepper 

In a large bowl, combine potatoes and oil; toss to coat. 
Sprinkle with seasonings; toss to combine. Arrange in a 
single layer on a greased 15X10X1-inch baking pan. Bake, 
uncovered, at 425 degrees for 20-25 minutes or until tender 
and lightly browned, turning occasionally. 


Columnist finds tried and true 
recipes can take some tweaking 


I was asked the other day to share my 
salsa recipe, the one I use for canning. 
Well, I use a recipe, but I take a lot of 
liberties with it. 

I begin with a packaged salsa mix, like 
the Mrs. Wages brand. 

I think the recipe on the back calls for 
about six pounds of tomatoes. I prob¬ 
ably double that amount. Then I finely 
chop a couple of bell peppers, a couple 
of jalapenos 
(sometimes 
six or eight), 
an onion or 
two, a yel¬ 
low squash 
or two, a zuc¬ 
chini or two, 
etc. 

Yes, I’m 
serious. I 
call my salsa 
a garden 
salsa rather 
than strictly 
tomato salsa, 
although the 
dominant flavor is still tomato. The 
squash mostly adds color and texture— 
and perhaps a little extra nutritive value. 

I cut the core out of the tomatoes, 
quarter them, then run them through 
the blender, peeling and all. 

I dump the blended tomatoes into 
a pot, add the salsa mix, the cup of 
vinegar that the package calls for and 
the chopped veggies, then I cook it all 
together for a long time—about a half 
an hour—before I jar it up. The pack¬ 
age includes directions for canning the 
salsa. 


I know these directions aren’t very 
precise. Every batch I make is simi¬ 
lar, but no two batches are exactly the 
same. I make a mild batch sometimes 
(fewer peppers), because my husband is 
a super-taster and can’t take the heat. I 
make a spicier version sometimes (more 
peppers), because lots of people, includ¬ 
ing myself, like the extra kick. 

So there you have it, my not very exact 
instructions for how I make salsa. We 
eat a lot of this stuff, and I don’t think 
I’ve ever had a guest who didn’t love it 
too. 


1 found a great lasagna recipe on 
Pinterest last week and tried it out on the 
family for a birthday celebration over the 
weekend. 

Everyone seemed to like it a lot, and 
it’s super easy to make. I took some lib¬ 
erties with this recipe too. 

Crock pot lasagna 

2 containers (15 oz. ea.) ricotta cheese 

2 cups shredded mozzarella cheese 

(about 8 oz.) 

1/2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

2 eggs 

1 package (10 oz.) frozen chopped 
spinach, thawed and squeezed dry (I 
didn’t have frozen spinach, so I used a 
can of spinach, thoroughly drained.) 

1 envelope Lipton® Recipe Secrets® 
Vegetable Soup Mix (Instead of the soup 
mix, I diced an assortment of peppers, 
squashes, onions and garlic and sauteed 
for a few minutes in olive oil. Slices of 
grilled eggplant would be good here 
too.) 

2 jars (1 lb. 8 oz. ea.) pasta sauce 


12 lasagna noodles, uncooked 
Combine ricotta, 1 cup mozzarella, 
1/4 cup parmesan, eggs, spinach and 
Lipton® Recipe Secrets® Vegetable Soup 
Mix in medium bowl; set aside. (Because 
I omitted the soup mix, I made a sepa¬ 
rate layer with the stir-fried veggies.) 

Spread 1 cup pasta sauce in 6-quart 
slow cooker. Layer in 4 lasagna noodles, 
broken to fit, then 1 cup pasta sauce and 
1/2 of the ricotta mixture (and sauteed 
veggies); repeat. Top with remaining 4 
lasagna noodles and 2 cups pasta sauce. 
Reserve remaining pasta sauce. (I didn’t 
reserve any sauce. I just layered the 
ingredients until they were all used up.) 
Cook covered on LOW 5 to 6 hours. 
Sprinkle with remaining cheeses. 
Cover and cook an additional 10 min¬ 
utes. Let stand 10 minutes before serv¬ 
ing. Serve with remaining pasta sauce, 
heated. (Assuming you reserved the 
sauce.)

This was his longest out¬ 
door outing yet, but he handled the heat 
well and seemed to enjoy being outside, 
looking at trees and dogs and family.
